- Applicant arguments regarding how the new claims, filed on 1/9/06. are distinguish from the Prior Art is not persuasive because claim 1 , 
4 and 5 does not disclose an Electric Wire Distributor Connector. 

- A notice of Non-Compliant Amendment was send several times. Claims 1-8 still objected under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being improper 
claims. 

- Regarding cancellation of perpetual motion and the limitations added to the claims will raise new issues that require new searches after 
the Final Rejection (9/9/2005). Also claim 7 still disclosing that the batteries do not have to be recharged by any other source, this 
limitation still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 since is unclear what applicant means with this statement. Energy can not be created or 
destroyed and even when the generator try to recharge the batteries the energy losses increase continuously as time goes by in such way 
that the energy provided by the generator will not be enough to recharge the batteries and run the motor. 

- Applicant was advice, on 1 1/16/05, to abandon the case, send an appeal or summit a request for continuation of examination (RCE). If 
applicant chooses to send an RCE, he is advice to respond to all the problems stated in the final Office action without adding any new 
matter.
